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Park  Avenue  Synagogue  To  Begin 
A  Summer  Day  Camp  Program 

Beginning  the  summer  of  1995,  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  will  start  a  Summer  Day  Camp 
Program  under  the  auspices  of  the  Early 
Childhood  Center  and  under  the  direction  of 
Melinda  Tiger. 

Melinda  Tiger  was  the  director  of  Congregation 
Rodeph  Sholom’s  Summer  Camp  Program  for 
seven  years.  She  has  a  master’s  degree  in  early 
childhood  education  and  twelve  years  experience 
as  an  early  childhood  teacher. 

According  to  our  chairman  of  the  board  Alan 
Levine,  “over  the  years,  there  have  been  many 
•".quests  for  a  Summer  Day  Camp  for  children  of 
)ly  childhood  age.”  The  benefit  to  the  Park 
avenue  Synagogue  would  be  “to  take  advantage 
of  the  Early  Childhood  Center’s  space  on  the  5th 
floor,  as  well  as  the  rooftop  environment  with  its 
fully-equipped  playground.”  This  summer  pro¬ 
gram  also  would  provide  the  “opportunity  for  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  to  expand  its  services  to 
both  its  members  and  the  outside  community.” 

The  summer  program  will  be  geared  for  children 
ages  2.9  to  6  years  of  age.  Two  program  sessions 
will  be  offered:  9  A.M.  to  1  PM.  for  children  2.9 
to  4.4  years  of  age,  and  9  A.M.  to  3  P.M.  for  chil¬ 
dren  4.5  to  6  years  of  age. 

Each  group,  with  a  maximum  of  12-17  children 
depending  on  their  age,  will  be  staffed  by  a  certi¬ 
fied  head  teacher,  an  experienced  assistant,  and  a 
student  assistant. 

Priority  to  work  and  enroll  in  the  Summer  Day 
Camp  will  be  given  to  both  Early  Childhood 
Center  teachers,  to  work  in  the  summer  program, 
and  to  children  already  enrolled  in  the  Early 
Childhood  Center. 

Its  program  will  be  committed  to  providing 
young  children  with  a  warm,  personal,  stimulat¬ 
ing,  well-supervised,  and  supportive  environ¬ 
ment  and  with  standards  appropriate  for  each 
child.  The  program  will  be  designed  to  enhance 
the  development  of  social,  emotional,  physical 
^intellectual  growth  through  age-appropriate 
. —  .vvities.  In  the  fully-equipped  air-conditioned 
classrooms  and  play  areas  and  open-air  rooftop 
playground,  children  will  participate  in  interac¬ 
tive  play  activities,  arts  and  crafts,  cooperative 
games,  block  building,  dramatic  play,  stories,  and 
cooking.  In  addition,  the  program  will  offer  a 
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At  the  Men’s  Club  Brunch  at  10  A.M.  on 
Sunday,  February  26,  Rabbi  Neil  Gillman,  the 
Aaron  Rabinowitz  and  Simon  H.  Rifkind  associ¬ 
ate  professor  of  Jewish  Philosophy  at  The  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  of  America  and  a  respect¬ 
ed  master  teacher  in  the  Sherr  Institute  of  Adult 
Jewish  Studies  at  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue, 
will  speak  about  his  new  book,  Conservative 
Judaism:  The  New  Century,  published  by 
Behrman  House,  Inc.,  of  West  Orange,  New 
Jersey. 

Through  history,  photographs,  and  personal  rec¬ 
ollection,  Conservative  Judaism  vividly  recre¬ 
ates  the  dramatic  history  of  a  movement  whose 
impact  changed  the  course  of  American  Jewry. 

Discussed  in  great  detail  is  the  impact  both  the 
Reform  Movement  and  Orthodoxy  had  on  the 
Conservative  Movement,  the  influence  of  such 
crucial  figures  as  Solomon  Schechter,  Louis 
Finkelstein,  Mordecai  Kaplan,  and  Gerson 
Cohen,  the  Movement’s  complex  relationship 
with  the  state  of  Israel,  and  the  Movement’s 
struggle  to  articulate  a  theology. 

Written  from  an  insider’s  perspective,  the  book 
exposes  for  the  first  time  the  key  issues,  con¬ 
flicts,  and  dilemmas  that  have  forced  the 
Movement  to  come  to  terms  with  its  identity-the 
demand  to  ordain  women  and  the  painful  recog¬ 
nition  that  its  members  are  largely  unobservant 
and  uncommitted  Jews. 


Thus,  looking  at  where  Conservative  Judaism 
came  from  and  where  it  is  headed,  this  book 
answers  the  question,  “What  does  it  mean  to  be  a 
Conservative  Jew?”  As  such,  the  book  belongs  in 
the  home  of  every  Conservative  Jew,  as  a  record 
of  the  history  and  development  of  the 
Conservative  Movement  in  America.

The  rabbis  of  the  Talmud  speak  about  the  speci¬ 
fic  signs  that  will  indicate  that  it  is  time  for  the 
Messiah  to  arrive.  And  if  we  review  a  few  of 
these  indications,  maybe  we  will  be  prepared! 

The  Tractate  Sanhedrin  includes  “a  generation 
that  loses  hope. ..a  generation  that  is  totally  evil 
(or  good)... a  generation  where  there  are  few 
scholars  and  much  misfortune. ..where  young¬ 
sters  are  totally  disobedient  of  their  elders.” 
Reviewing  the  pages  of  history  we  will  learn  that 
most  generations  thought  that  such  conditions 
applied  to  them,  and  this  goes  to  show  the  danger 
in  trying  to  predict  the  Messiah’s  exact  arrival 
time. 

The  medieval  philosopher  Maimonides  follows 
the  opinion  of  some  Talmudic  rabbis  that  the 
coming  of  the  Messiah  is  tied  to  the  performance 
of  good  deeds  and  repentance.  This  it  would 
seem  to  me  to  be  the  more  sensible  approach  if 
we  are  not  to  encourage  the  more  unbalanced 
members  of  our  faith  community. 

The  subject  is  dealt  with  succinctly  in  The  Jewish 
Encyclopedia  of  Moral  and  Ethical  Issues  by 
Nachum  Amsel.  And  in  future  articles,  1  shall 
discuss  other  aspects  of  what  we  might  expect  in 
messianic  times.

Tu  B’Shevat 

Tu  B’Shevat,  the  New  Year  for  Trees,  begins  at 
sundown  on  Sunday,  January  15  and  concludes 
at  sundown  on  Monday,  January  16. 

In  Jewish  history,  Hillel  and  his  disciples 
declared  Chamisha  Asar  B  'Shevat  a  semiholiday. 
They  called  it  Rosh  Hashana  L  'Hanot  (the  New 
Year  for  Trees)  because  by  this  day  in  Israel  the 
annual  rains  have  ended  and  a  new  annual  cycle 
of  tree  growth  begins. 

On  this  as  well  as  on  virtually  all  issues,  the 
School  of  Hillel ’s  decision  was  accepted  and 
since  the  first  century,  C.E.,  the  15th  day  of  the 
month  of  Shevat  has  been  celebrated  as  the  New 
Year  for  Trees. 

Although  no  special  liturgy  or  festivity  is 
described  for  the  day,  in  Israel,  the  ancient  prac¬ 
tice  of  planting  trees  has  been  revived  and  school 
children  and  others  do  so  on  Tu  B’  Shevat. 

In  our  religious  schools,  children  plant  trees  in 
Israel  through  the  Jewish  National  Fund.

The  legendary  assemblage  of  objects  and  pho¬ 
tographs  related  to  Russian  Jewish  shtetl  life 
prior  to  World  War  I  was  collected  by  Shlomo 
Ansky  during  expeditions  in  the  Pale  of 
Settlement.

The  committee  hopes  that 
this  year  it  will  be  able  to  match  last  year’s  suc¬ 
cessful  effort.

News  Briefs  From 
the  Seminary 

Almost  half  of  the  graduate  degrees  granted  by 
The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America  in 
June,  1 994  were  in  the  field  of  Jewish  education. 
They  included  four  doctoral  degrees,  14  master 
of  arts  degrees,  and  four  principal’s  certificates. 
This  is  a  heartening  statistic  as  the  Seminary 
moves  to  further  expand  its  influence  in  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  Jewish  children  in  North  America. 
“Jewish  education,”  says  Chancellor  Ismar 
Schorsch,  “is  the  key  to  Jewish  continuity.” 

In  September,  1994,  the  Rabbinical  School  of 
The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America 
admitted  its  largest  freshman  class  since  opening 
its  doors  to  women  ten  years  ago.  A  total  of  45 
students  were  accepted,  a  significant  increase 
over  the  usual  class  size  of  25  to  30. 

A  new  joint  program  of  The  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America,  in  consortium  with 
Columbia  University  and  the  Jewish  Museum, 
will  offer  a  master’s  degree  in  Jewish  art  and 
material  culture.  Students  will  study  Hebrew  illu¬ 
minated  manuscripts,  Jewish  ceremonial  art,  the 
archaeology  of  ancient  Israel,  and  paintings, 
prints  and  sculpture  by  Jewish  artists  in  the  con¬ 
text  of  Jewish  studies  and  the  history  of  world  art.
